President of Corporation Agencies, 
‘LAd.—is to be the title of Mr. Charles 
H. Cahan, K.C., of Montreal. This 
is a complex title and no one but a 
man of some complications of experi- 
ence could be expected to get away 
with it. Mr. Cahan’s career has been 
quite as diversified as most financial 
magnates’ careers. He has been 
‘equally concerned with finance and 
jpolitics. Born in Nova Scotia he got 
‘the politics—and practiced most of it 
‘tl . Once upon_a time he is said 
to have been offered a position in the 
(Cabinet of Canada—but refused it! 
\He is credited with having pulled the 
‘James Ross interests in the Dominion 
{Coal Co. out, of the large hole they 
got into over the litigation with Do- 
minion Iron and Steel. At any rate 
Mr. Ross sold out his fifty thousand 
shares or so for $5,000,000. within 
"twelve months after the Privy Coun- 
weil’s adverse decision. Cahan’ was 
Hinvisible; but he was the man behind. 

Once he was an editor; 
lafter graduating from Dalhousie in 
i2886, when he became associate-editor 
of The Herald and Mail in Halifax. 
‘Law came next; then politics—organ- 
tigation of the Liberal-Conservative

{Car Co., and the Canadian Car and

(ning hand; as corporation lawyer, a 
> Hawa success. Mr. Cahan’s presi- 

mey of Corporation Agencies, Ltd., 
‘is the natural culmination tc a diver- 
ified career. 

He is one of the few men who have 
‘worked up an interest in Canada-to- 
Mexico. The latter country and its

‘branch business in Mexico. He was

KILLED AT NIAGARA. 


There Was a Time When a Toast Held | Hundreds of Wild Fow! Swep: Over 


Much Significance. 
In Canada it is the general custom 


to use but ove loyal toast, that to | 


“The King,’’ which precedes all other 
toasts at banquets. There is a second 
loyal toast. however, ‘used on formal 
occasions thro 
the form of it has been recently de- 
cided on and announced officially as 
follows: 

“The Queen, Queen Alexandra, the 
Prince of Wales, and other members 
ot the Koyal Family.” 

In this form, the King’s mother pre- 
cedes the Prince of Wales, and gets 
the title Queen Alexandra instead of 
“the Queen Mother,” which was first 
brought into use, but to whicn the 
lady chiefly concerned promptly ob- 
jected. Perhaps it smacked a little 
too much of the Victorian era. The 
| wording of a toast in these days is a 
simple enough matter, althougn there 
was a time when no loyal toast could 
be devised which many would not! 
find ways of twisting out of its mean- | 
ing. It was the>habit of many to 
| toast, not the ruling, but a fugitive 
monarch. In the seventeenth century 
these ‘‘left-handed” toasts were com- 
mon. The puritans frowned on the} 
cup, especially when used for political 
purposes, and so the King’s man, de- 
siring to drink “‘deep damnation to 
red-nosed Noll,” put a crumb in his 
' mouth as he swallowed his liquor, 
and muttered the words: “‘May tne 
Lord send. this crumb well down.” 
During the merry reign at Charles II. 
ioyal toasts were drunk without let.or 
hindrance, but there came a change 
when James, his successor, had fled 
over the water and William of Orange 
sat insecurely on the throne. Tne 
Jacobites, greatly daring, were accus- 
tomed to drink “Cottfusion to the | 
King’ and ‘“Lo the old man over the 
Water,’’ two sentiments which an Act 
of Parliament declared to be treason- 
able, and for uttering which two 
Scotsmen were actually tried by the 
Privy Council. The supporters of Kin: 
William favored the following: 

“To that glorious, pious, and immor. 
tal memory of the great and good Kin’ 
Willam III., who saved us from Pope 
| and Popery, brass money, and wocd- 
en shoes, the Pope on the pillory, 
; and the Devil pelting him with 
priests.”” And if this were not enough,

Falls Each Season of Migration.

just below the falls. bei 4 

The. big tunnel has its outlet under 
the first steel arch bridge. The water 
rushing out forms a powerful crosa- 
current, which for two-thirds of the 
distance across the: gorge acts as a 
dam, catching the broken ice which 
comes over the falls and carrying it 
to the Canadian side of the river. 
There it is caught by an eddy and 
borne again up the river. If much ice 
is running over the falls-in time a 
solid jam is formed, which if the 
weather is right, soon freezes into a 
compact mass. 

As soon as the bridge is strong 
enough a trail is made across it. 
Along this trail there quickly appear 
a row of shacks in which venders of 
peanuts, soft drinks and Canadian 
whisky—chiefly the last—do a thriving 
business.

For, though we had to pay £200,000.- 
000 for the war of conquest, in con- 
trast to the inexpensiveness of mis- 
sionary labor, it was nevertheless to 
the latter that the great Boer trek of 
1836 was due, which resulted in the 
; founding of the republics. For had 
not Dr. Philip been so doughty a 
champion of the natives, and so trust- 
ed an adviser of the Government, the 
Boers would never have moved out. 

Of the crest achievements of Jiv- 
ingstone it is unnecessary to speak; 
vut we must not aorgel that they 
opened the country to successive in- 
cursions of Englishmen, and _ that 
John Mackenzie, the missionary, was 
one of the first to follow him. It was 
| Mackenzie who saved the native 
states from extinction by the Boers, 
and, as Deputy-Commissioner of 
Bechuanaland, helped to found that 
| province. It has been said that if 
his advice had been taken the Boer 
war would have been averted. And a 
high authority has added that if the 
missionaries of Christ had preceded 
those of empire the whole of the nine 
Kaffir wars might also have been 
saved. 

The Moffat Treaty of 1888 with the 
Matabeles laid the foundation of 
Rhodesia for us. Yet that treaty was 
the work of a missionary, the Rev. 
J. 8. Moffat, son of the famous Dr. 
Moffat. 

Basutoland, the Switzerland of 
South Africa, we owe to a French mis- 
sionary, Coillard of the Zambesi. 
Moshesh, the able Basuto chief, 
governed with a cabinet of French 
missionaries. After inflicting a severe 
defeat on our forces in 1852, he wrote 
to their commander a letter in which 
he offered peace, saying, “I am 
ashamed of what happened _yester- 
day. Let it be forgotten. Oh, my 
master, I am still your man. I am 
still the child of the Queen.’”’ After 
such a politic and Christian epistle 
it is not surprising to find that in 
due course Basutoland was received 
under our protection on the most 
favorable terms. The Basutos are 
said by Bryce to have made greater 
progress in civilization than any 
other Kaffir race. Their imports in 
1903 were £289,790. 

Barotseland also, 


now known as 


the German empire it did not cost us 
a single life. Coillard advised Lew- 
anika, the king, to put himself under 
the protection of some European na- 
tion, and with great disinterestedness 
recommended the British. Convinced 
by past experience of the good judg- 
ment of the missionary, Lewanika 
agreed, and in consequence his coun- 
try became a British protectorate in 
1890. 

Northwest Rhodesia, again, we owe 
to Stewart of Lovedale. By his ex 
ploration of the Shire country, he 
supplied Lord Salisbury with the in- 
formation on which he formed the 
British Central Africa protectorate. 
| By the founding of Livingstonia he 
did much more still to establish our 
authority there. And as it was we 
were only just in time to anticipate 
the great partition of the continent, 
and to resist the Portuguese claim to 
the Nyassa region as well. As Cecil 
Rhodes once said, ‘‘We owe all Rho- 
; desia to you Scotch missionaries.’’ 
Or as Stead more dramatically put 
it, “The frontier has advanced on 


the stepping-stones of missionary 
graves.” 
General Gordon’s Heroic Wife.

| Through the entire civil war Gen. 
| Gordon’s wife accompanied him, nev- 
er leaving his side save when the 
exigencies of campaign made her 
resence impossible. To the faithful 
| devotion of his wife Gen. Gordon owed 
|his life. In the bloody battle of 
| Sharpsburg, Gordon, while in the 
midst of the carnage, was shot five 
; times. As soon ag he fell his wife 
rushed to his side and carried him to 
| safety; stanching the flow of blood 
j}and attending to his wounds until 
| medical aid could be procured. She 
; remained with him in the hospital 
until he had recovered, and when 
Gen. Gordon went back to join his 
| command Mrs. Gordon followed her 
husband.

Besides the loss of moisture engen- 
dered by shallow plowing, we have to 
consider an equally. serious evil—the 
combustion of humus. There igs no- 
thing facilitates this as much as shal- 
low plowing and frequent shallow 
tilling. 


Secretary Wilson has already drawn 
our atention to this by denoting it as 
“a vicious system of farming,” and 
the only way around it, as I pointed 
out at the time, is by plow ing pdeeper 
and cultivating the fallow less, but 
pacing it in better shape for accumu- 
ating moisture. 

In many places our sandy loams 
are already becoming exhausted and 
so devoid of humus that some of our 
farmers say it does not pay to plow 
them deeply. 

Humus is a carbon compound, and | 
when the oxygen of the air attacks it 
it becomes carbon dioxide—the car- 
bonic acid gas so deadly to human 
life, so indispensible to plant life. 

In dry climates, when humus is at 
or near the surface, this combustion | 
can go on unimpeded ; but in humid 
climates it is much slower on account 
of the water film around each particle 
which protects it from the oxygen, 

Therefore, it is plain that, in order | 
to save our humus, we must keep it! 
damp, keep it away from the atmos- 
phere, bury it as deeply as possible. | 
This element of our soils is found | 
almost entirely on the surface, being 
a product of the sod, and every atom 
of it that finds its way into the atmos- 
phere is a dead loss to the farmer. 

Pure humus is said to be able to 
hold 200 per cent. of water, whereas |

six years plowed it up and took off 
a crop of oats, and then back into 
alfalfa again, this time without man- 
uring. 

The hardest and most unpopular 
work that we have ahead of us is to 
convert the farmers of the West to 
deep plowing. It took England 40} 
years to do this, and Germany 49. In 
‘the meantime the average « production 
of small grain increased from 11 
bushels to 40 and 45, and potatoes in 
the island of Jersey on land plowed 


for humus go from 600 to 800 bushels 
per acre. In order to obtain a lease 
on farming land in the above coun- 
ties, the tenant has to enter into a 
contract to plow deep, rotate his 
crops, and put back into the soil what 
he takes out. 

In this country, for the accumula- 
tion of moisture and the conservation 
of humus, deep plowing is absolutely 
necessary, and at the same time re- 
markably profitable; and in the ex- 
ceptional case, where the land ‘is too 
thin, it will pay a hundred-fold to 
fertilize it until you have a fairly rich 
seed bed 10 inches deep.

consciousness. 

The natural impulse ts to raise the 
head and body of a patient who has 


fainted. This is the worst possible 
thing to do. Feet high and head low 


is the rule, 
; Sunstroke. 

The symptoms of sunstroke are very 
high temperature, ranging from 104 
to 112 degrees F., congested counte 
mance, beavy breathing and uncon- 
sciousness. This condition may be 
mistaken for apoplexy if the tempera- 
ture is not taken. 

The remedy is, in a word, cold. If 
it is not possible to give a full ice cold 
bath iced cloths should be applied to 
teh head, neck and chest and the ex- 
tremities bathed in cold water. The 
application of cold must be continued 
until the temperature drops to nor- 
mal and resumed if it rises. 

The symptoms of heat exhaustion 
are the reverse of those above describ- 
ed, The temperature may be subnor- 
mal, the face is pale, and there is a 
condition analogous to shock, with a 
bloodless brain. 

The treatment must be directed 
against these conditions. The appli- 
eation of heat to the body and ex- 
tremities is necessary by means ,of 
bot water bags, bottles, etc. Coffee, 
essence of ginger or other stimulants 
should be taken internally. » The re 
elining position as advised for faint- 
ing spells is also indicated. 4 

Caution.—It is not unusual for phy- 
sicians to be called in such cases 
in hot weatber and find the patient’s 
head loyally elevated by anxious 
friends and cold applications being as- 
siduously applied. Although this con-, 
dition is due to beat, cold will only ag- 
gravate it. 

Convulsions, Etc. 

Im true epilepsy the patient sbould 
be made as comfortable as possible 
during the attack and prevented from 
injuring bimseltf. 

Convulsions in children may be due 
to comparatively trivial causes—teeth- 
ing, indigestion, worms, etc. Some- 
times a convulsion is the first sign of 
a serious acute disease, as infectious 
fever, pneumonia, etc. 

The child should be put in a hot 
bath (100 to 104 degrees F.), for about 
five minutes. This will usually control 
the spasm, and the patient can be put 
to bed and other necehsary measures 
taken, ewpecially cleaning out the bow-'

Months 
of suffering and crippling may result 
from neglect to secure early surgical 
aid, The X ray has demonstrated 
that supposed simple sprains are often 
complicated by fractures, 


\Practures, 

When a limb is fractured the first 
step is to apply a temporary splint in 
order to prevent needless injury to 
soft parts by the ends of the fractured 
bone. Any stiff material, an umbrella, 
rolled up newspapers, canes, etc., may 
be bound to the limb by handkerchiefs, 
towels or bandages until surgical ald 
has been procured, In fractures of the 
leg one leg may be bound to the other. 
If the skin bas been broken the frac- 
ture is termed compound, and extreme 
care is necessary to prevent further 
laceration or infection of the tissues, 


\ Wounds. 

Slight punctured or lacerated wounds 
are often vegiected or improperly 
treated, owing to the fact that no 
medical aid is songht. Vor the reason 
that blood poison and lockjaw are not 
uncommon following comparatively 
trivial injuries all wounds should be 
cleansed as quickly as possible with 
peroxide of, hydrogen, turpentine or 
some antiseptic solution. A sterilized 
gauze pad should then be applied and 
held in place by rubber adhesive plas- 
ter or gauze bandages. The use of 
strong anNseptic solutions in wourds 
is no langer customary. When the 
wound is infected, as evidenced by 
heat, redness, swelling or discbarge of 
pus, the parts should be cleansed fre- 
quently with peroxide of bydrogen and 


a simple wet dressing applied as fol- | 


lows: A gauze pad is bandaged over 
the wound and kept moist with a sat- 
urated solution of bicarbonate of soda 
in boiled water. Antiseptic solutions 
kill germs, but they also interfere with 
the natural reparative work of the 
body cells. 
Dangers of Carbolic Acid. 

Carbolic acid should be banished 
from the household, except In the form 
of carbolated vaseline. This prepara- 
tion may be useful to apply to cuts or 
sores in emergencies. Solutions of car- 


' bolic acid constantly applied to the 


extremities, fingers, toes, etc., have 
been known to cause gangrene. 

Every useful purpose served by car- 
bolic neid as a hovsehold remedy can 
be served by simple nonpoisonous an- 
tiseptics, such as a saturated solution 
of boric acid or the official liquor an- 
tisepticus of the United Stutes Phar- 
macopoeia. Diluted with several parts 
of water, this ‘latter preparation may 
be used whenever a cleansing antisep- 
tic wash is required. 

Burns. 

Probably nothing cuuses more excite- 
ment In the housebold than burns or 
scalds, and this explains why first aid 
is so seldom properly and promptly ap- 
plied 

The most convenient and perhaps 
the best remedy to apply is ordinary 


baking soda. This may be applied in| 


powder and the parts wrapped in 
clean linen cloths, gauze, etc., and 
then covered with cotton, or the band- 
ages may be suturated and kept moist 
with a strong solution of tbe soda. 
Blisters sbouid be punctured witb a 
needle thut bas been sterilized in boil- 
ing water, but tbe skin sbould not be 
removed. 

When a burn Is very extensive im 
mediate proper dressing is difficult, 
and it is extremely important to reduce 
the shock and protect the burned area 
from the alr. This may be quickly 
done by placing the patient ip a warm 
salt bath, keeping the temperature be- 


tween 4 and 104 degrees F. Such ' 


treatment ts often continued for a long 
time, replenishing the water, of course, 
as it becomes coutaminated. Stimu- 
lants Internally are called for. 
Ear Emergencies. 
Accumulations of wax or foreign 
bodies in the eur should be removed by 


syringing with warm water or saturat- | 


ed solution of boric acid. Insects may 
be suffocated with a few drops of pure 
sweet oil and then removed by syring- 
ing with warm water. It is a bad 
practice to use oil in the ear for the 
removal of wax. If syringing witb 
warm water does not suffice a physi- 
cian should be consulted. 

Earache is usually due to -inflamma- 
tion, which may develop into suppura: 
tion and abscess. Heat should be ap- 
plied by means of bot water bags, 
hot clay poultice iCataplasma kaolin, 
U. 8. P.) or bot fomentations, Hot 
water may be poured into the ear 
while the patient reclines on bis: op 
posite side und the beat retained by 
covering tbe affected ear witb cloths 
saturated with hot water and the 
whole covered over with a flannel pad. 

Bleeding From the Nose. 

In old people or those with a tend- 
ency tv apoplexy a hemorrbage from 
the poxe may prove a relief and 
should pot be too hastily checked. 


Where it is desirable to check a hew- | 


orrbage the application of cold to the 
noxe and back of the neck will often 
prove efficient. Syringing with perox- 
ide of bydrogen is also an excellent 
emergency remedy. Syringing with a 


hot salt solution at a temperature of | 


125 degrees F. is anotber efficient 
measure. If the temperature of the 
solution is lower than 126 degrees it

In remote parts of India, particular-

and mysterious objection to the cen- 
sus; and eventually, without any 
warning, the whole community fled 
into the jungle. 

But the counter was a hard-headed 
Englishman, and he hunted out the 
headman, and asked him what all the 
fuss was about. In reply, he was sol- 
emnly told that the tribe wae afraid

E will give you a little more 
W about planting. In illustration 
No 9 you bave what ts a 
splendid arrangement for that partic- 
glar situation The soil is shallow and 
the trees will never become large. 
Wisely, the Norwuy ‘maple has been 
selected, nud the double row is admis- 
sible when vou consider the quality 
of the soll and the rather slow grow- 
Ing tendency of the tree. By the way, 
] am tecturing on trees from one end

of the country to the other, and [ find 
no tree better adupted to all kinds of 
soil and all kinds of climate (except 
the far south) than the Norway maple. 
It can be “spaced” at about twenty 
feet upart. While, as | say, in this 
particular instance there is po great 
objection to huving them so close, yet 
in ordinarily good soil it would be a 
serious mistake, as the trees would 
grow one intu the otber and the beau- 
ty of the individual tree would be lost. 
Thirty feet is a good distance. 

It will be noticed also that in this 
care tbere is a wide lawn between 
the sidewalk and the street. In such 
cases usually a tree will do fairly 
well, but where the border is narrow 
under no considerafion should the tree 
be planted there, but op the inside of 
the sidewalk, on the lawn, about three 
feet from the walk, 9s here seen. This 
gives the most wagnificent results. In 
case tbe street should be asphalted 
there is still room for the roots to 


ramble and gather their foed under 
the sidewalk; on tbe other band. in the

It has been the object of the average 
“tree agent” to sell all he can without 
regaré to whether it be right or wrong 
In planting. Who is there that does 
not admire the glory of the individual 
tree, as seen out in the open field, for 
example? And who is there that will 
not gaze in loving admiration on the 
two cut leaved birch, xs seen in illus- 
tration No, 10? Ip the first place, the 
too thick planting is a waste of money 
for the trees, and, second, when the 
branches interlace the beauty of each 
individual tree is destroyed. Third, 
too many trees destroy the green 
sward, and the grass, a good, heavy 
sod, should always predominate. [ 
favor “clumping” or “grouping,” but 
it should usually be off to one side and 
should consist of a number of kinds, 
60 as to produce a woodland effect, 
When tem years ago | published the 
crude old “Tree Doctor’ the “tree 
agents” and “tree butchers” gnashed 
their teeth.
